TS NEW Ciilet 


Was Last Night Elected to Head 
of Sanitary Department 


Health and Sanitary Departments 
Are Brought Nearer Together 
by Combining the Two Clerk- 

| ships, and Inspectors’ 

Pay Increased.

John Jentzen was unanimously elected 
to the position of chief sanitary inspector 
by the board of health during the ses- 
sion that was heid last evening. 

No other candidates were mentioned. 
Mr. Jentzen was without opposition and 
on the first ballot was elected for the 
ful] term of two‘years. He succeeds Cap- 
tain George M. Hope, whose term of office 
will expire on July 12 and who was not a 
candidate for reelection. 

After electing Mr: Jentzen last evening 
the board made another step toward com- 
dining the héalth and sanitary depart- 
ments by providing that one man do the 
clerical work of the two departments. 

As this saved one salary, it was decided 
to inerease the pay of all inspectors of 
the sanitary department from $70 to $75 
per month. 

John Jentzen Nominated. 

When the meeting of last evening was 
drawing to a close Mr. Carter, of the 
seventh ward, moved to go into the elec- 
tion of o chief sanitary inspector, Dr. 
Longino having announced that the laws 
of the city provided that the election be 
held on the first Monday of July. The 
motion having been adopted, Mr. Carter 
said : 

“IT place in nomination Mr. John Jentzen 
for the place of chief sanitary inspector. 
He ig a young man we a!! Know, is ca- 
pable' and energetic and I believe the de- 
partment will do well under his manage- 
ment. He needs no introduction to any 
of us. We all know what his work has 
been as the clerk of this board. I move 
his election.’’ 

After a moment of silence the roll was 
called and Mr. Jentzen received all nine 
votes, 


“Gentlemen,”’ he said, ‘‘I thank you for | 


the honor you have conferred upon me. I 
shall:endeavor during my term to faith- 
fully discharge the duties of my office.”’ 

Immediately after the election Mr. Car- 
ter moved that the clerk in the health de- 
partment, who is Lenox Thornton, be 
given an additiona) $25 pec month, making 
his salary $75 per month, and that he be 
required to act as clerk for both the 
health and sanitary departments. 
motion was adopted. 

Salaries Are Increased. 

Mr.‘ Carter then moved that the salaries 
of all inspectors of the two departments 
be increased from $70 to $75 per month, 
this increase representing the $50 saved 
by combining two clerkships. This mo- 
tion also was adopted. ) 

Mr. Jentzen, the new chief of the de- 
partment, is not only one of the best 
known officers of the city, but is well and 
favorably known to a large number of 
friends ir the city. His connection with 
the sanitary department began a number 
of years ago, when he became an inspec- 
tor. His educational qualifications came 
to the attention of the board of health 
and when Eugene Monteith resigned the 
clerkship of the sanitary department Mr. 
Jentzen was elected clerk. He has served 
in that position ever since. 

He is thoroughly acquainted with the 
matrner of cperating the sanitary depart- 
ment and the methods of the board of 
health. He is splendidly equipped for his 
new duties and members of the board be- 
lieve he will make an excellent chief. 

Captain George Hope, the retiring chicf. 
leaves the office with a good record and 
the ‘best wishes of the members of the 
poard. A financial statement was read to 
the board last night. It showed careful 
management in the department.

Great Britain and Japan Pre- 
pare a Joint Note, 


China Is Ordered To Demand the Im- 
mediate Evacuation of Manchu- 
ria by Russia—Dowager 
Empress Urged To Ac- 
cept the Demand.

Odessa, July 3.—According to advices 
received by the St. Petersburg newspaper 
Sviet from Japan, the British and Jap- 
anese ministers at Pekin have presented 
a note to the Chinese government in the 
following terms. 

1. Russia's occupation of Manchuria 
threatens the maintenance of peace tin the 
Far East and infurés the interests of Eng- 
land and Japan. 

2. If the departure of the Russians from 
Manchuria is indeftnitely postponed, Eng- 
land and Japan must proceed fo protect 
their interest. } 

3. China must demand from Russia the 
immediate evacuetion of Manchuria. 

4. Great Britain and Japan acknowledge 
no treity between Russia and (China 
which does not bind Russia to evacuate 
Manchuria, 

5. If after the evacuation of Manchuria 
a treaty between China and Russia with 
respect to the civil administration of 
Manchuria is deemed necessary such 
treaty can onlv be concluded with the 
approval of Great Britain and Japan. 

6. A reply to this note ig demanded 
within five days. 

Prince Ching, president of the foreign 
hboerd, adds the Sviet, has counseled the 
empress dowager to accept the Anglo- 
Japanese demands, and has also request- 
ed United States Minister Conger to give 
them his support. 

Japan and Russia. 

Tokio, July 3.—The Pekin correspondént 
of The Nichi Nichi says the Chinese min- 
ister at St. Petersburg has informed the 
Chinese government that Japan is nego- 
tiating direct with St. Petersburg. 

Inquiries here have failed to elicit any 
official confirmation of the foregoing state- 
ment, though it is not denied that a com- 
munication has passed between Tokio and 
St. Fetersburg.

They Will Not Adopt Sunday

Conference of the Rabbis Declares 
the Historical Sabbath a Fun- 
damental Institution of 
Judaism—Telegram 
Sent to Roosevelt. 


Detroit, July 3—‘'This conference de- 
clares itself in favor of maintaining the 
historical Sabbath as a fundamental in- 
stitution of Judaism and of exerting 
every effort to improve its observance 
and instruct the executive committee to 
appoint special committee to study 
methods of carrying this into effect.”’ 
| The central conference of American 
| rabbis placed itself on record on the 
| Sabbath questior today, after an eight- 
hour session, hy the adoption of the fore- 
going amendment to the report of thé 
Sabbath commission on the = question: 
“What is our attitude on the Sabbath 
question?”

“The conference declares, with ns 
hesitancy whatever, that its attitude to- 
ward the Sabbath must remain unal- 
tered wntil a stronger view than its own 
shall demand a rigid inquiry into the 
present disorder and the incongruity pre- 
sented by theoretical professian ond prac- 
tical violations of the day of rest. 

“This conference resolves that Sunday 
services. having the character of week 
day services, represent no ritual objec- 
tions whatever, but are justified by all 
ritual precedent, daily divine services and 
instruction being a part of the religious 
discipline of the Jewish people. 

“This confere8ce, following Jewish 
precedent of all ages, defines spiritua 
authority as a popular voice, interpreting 
and giving definite dir@éction to the spir- 
itual wants of the people. This authority, 
to be effective, must derive its integrity 
for the divine voice that speaks through 
men, as regards its form, must consist 
of rabbis and laymen competent to give 
cirection to the expressed needs of the 
people and the changed aspects of jfts 
discipline, and, because. of their dele- 
gated power, competent to sanction, ap- 
prove and executite its own. decrees. 

‘This conference decides it cannot find 
any other ethical interpretation of Sab- 
tath conduct than has hitherto  pre- 
vailed. 

‘This conference decides thet the trans- 
fer of Sabbath to Sunday, however much 
cpposed by sentiment, presents to the 
student of history no element of danger 
that the fundamental truths of the Jew- 
ish faith might be affected by such a 
transfor, or that the solidarity of the 
people of Israel might be disturbed. At 
the same time this conference feels that 
it has no right to make an authoritative 
cecision es to the facts, but would prefe- 
reference of this all-importat question 
to an authority as heretofore defined,’’ 


Heated Discussion. 

Dr. Deutsch, a member of the commit- 
tee, submitted a sub-report op the answer 
of the commission to the latter question. 
He disagreed with the regt.of the com- 
mission, holding that historical sentiment 
was too strong to permit of changing the 
Sabbath to Sunday.

LOUD’S COMPANY LOSES OUT.

Washington, July 3.—An order has been 
issued at the postoffice denartment dis- 
continuing the contract with the Postal 
Device and Improvement Company for 
the purchase of devices for indicating the 
hours of collection of mail from letter 
boxes.

Four Lynchings in Six Months. 

Jackson, Miss., July 3.—(Special.)—The 
record for the first six months of the year 
1908. shows that Mississippi is not reduc- 
ing her percentage of mob violence acts, 
although during the first four months of 
the arinual period the state achieved an 
excellent record in this respect, only one 
lynching. having occurred from the Ist of 
January to the ist of May. The total 
number of persons killed by mobs to the 
ist of July was nine, but five of this num- 
ber were negroes who were killed in 
Smith county in an uprising against the 
whites. The actual lynchings were only 
four in number.

The site of the present furnace of the 
Lester Furnace Company will be pur- 
chased by the municipality for $12,50 for 


health to ereét a new incinerating plant 
| SRon it if the recommendation of the 

board of health to council, which will be 
made during the session of next Monday 
afternoon, is carrted out. 

The recommendation will be made unan- 
imously, this -having been decided upon 
during the session of the board of health, 
which was held last evening and which 
was attended_by all nthe members of the 
body. t 

If council! will appropriate the money 
with which to purchase the site of the 
plant of the Lester Furnace Company 
the board of health will agree to pur- 
chase from the company such parts of 
the present incinerating plant -as are fit 
( to be used in the new plant which wil 
be operated in the city. The board will 
also agree to give the Lester company 
the ashes discharged by the new incin- 
erating plant during the next two years. 

The proposition to sell under the con- 
ditions stated came from the Lester Fur- 
nace, Company to the special committee 
of the board which has been investigat- 
ing the crematory question. The commit- 
tee unanimously reported in favor of ac- 
cepting the proposition and the unanf- 
mous report was signed by Dr. Brawner, 
chairman; Mr. Anderson, Dr. Longino 
and Dr. Richardson. 

The board unanimously adopted the fe- 
pert and decided to make the recom- 
mendation to council. 

The proposition from the Lester Fur- 
nace Company suggests that the question 
of the use of parts of the present plant 


gineer Clayton and a man to be selected 
by the furnace company, and in this the 
board of health acquiesced. 

The liverymen were given thirty days 
from last night to stop washing vehicles 
on the streets and in the meantime the 
city attorney will be requested to give 
the board an idea of the extent of its 
authority in this matter.

Secretary Wilson To Estab- 
lish a Bureau of 
Chemistry. 


Washington, July 3.—(Special.)—As a re- 
sult of the alleged irregularities in con- 
nection with the seed contract of the 
department of agricalture Secretary ‘Wil- 
son has taken steps intended to protect 
not only his own department, but others 
as well. He has issued an order estab- 
lishing the bureau of chemistry of the 
agricultural department a laboratory to 
be known as the contracts laboratory, 
in which all materials purchased by the 
department of agriculture are to be ex- 
amined to determine their purity and 
compliance with specifications. In addi- 
tion to this the secretary has placed the 
facilities of the laboratory at the dis- 
of other departments, and it is 

to have all tests of articles pur- 
chased by the government, as far as pos- 
sible, made by it. It is expected that 
most of the tests made for other depart- 
ments will be chemica] tests. The tests to 
determine the tensile strength and other 
physical qualities of materials used for 
public buildings will still be made as 
heretofore by the supervising architect 
in the treasury department, and tests of 
ordnance materials and shipbuilding ma- 
terials will, of course, be made by the 
war and navy departments as heretofore. 
Outside of these spacial tests that have 
already been made by the various depart- 
ments, there are many investigations into 
the character of supplies furnished to the 
government that can advantageously be 
made in the new laboratory. It is pro- 
posed to have the specifi¢ation for mate- 
rials of all kinds drawn with great care 
and to reject all that do net come up to 
the requirements. The determination of 
the contracts laboratory in every case 
will be final. It is the expectation of Sec- 
retary Wilson that the government will 
Save large sums of money every year as 
a result of this more careful examina- 
tion of materials before their acceptance. 
A great deal will necessarily. depend upon 
the extent to which the heads of the va- 
rious departments avail themselves of 
the benefits of the new laboratory.

Tucson, Ariz., July 3.—M. L. Dawson, 
of ;Lynchburg, Va., who for the past 
year has been aSsistant superintendent of 
the Minas Prietas mires, in the state of 
Sonora, has been foully murdered. This 
news was brought by Alexander Grant, a 
well-known mining man of Bisbee, who 
has just returned from Chihuahua, Mexi- 
co.. Dawson and a partner named Joss 
were prospecting in the Ocampo district, 
in Chihuahua, and had separated a few 
days before, going in different directions. 

Dawson was camping in a small can- 
yon two days later, when he was ap- 
proached by several Mexicans, whom he 
invited to stop and eat with him. During 
the; meal one of the Mexicans arose, 
walked behind Dawson and shot him 
twice, once in the back and once in the 
head. He was then robbed of all his be- 
longings. A few. hours later the body was 
found by two Mexican boys. 

The case was reported to the commis- 
sariat at Ocampo, ‘who sent officcrs in 
pursuit of the murderers. Two of them 
were captured 50 miles from the scemg of 
the killirg. Dawson’s gun was found in 
their possession. They were taken to 
Ocampo and are now in jail there. Grant 
says the prisoners have confessed*to hav- 
ing been in the party, but they assert 
that a third man, who has not been cap- 
tured, did the shooting.

historical Sabbath, we still take cogni- 
zance of the theoretical observance of our 
Sabbath and the practical incongruity of 
it. I believe that we have a perfect right 
to investigate the phenomena of the time, 
and we see how we can harmonize belief 
with practices. We owe to our congre- 
gations more than a statement that the 
historical Sabbath is to remain ae such. 
Never mind telegrams that are sent Dy 
certain people. 
we have a right to thvestigate.” 

Rabbi Voorsanger then made a plea for 


the creation of a legislative hody of the, 


Jewish church and the reference of this 
question to that body. In conclusion he 
eaid: 

“It will be stultification, pardon me, 
if 1 seem.to use strong terms; it will be 
stultification if we again declare for the 
historical Sabbath when we know that we 
will npt observe it.’ 

Whén the vote was taken Dr. Silver- 
man’s amendment was adopted by a vote 
of 23 to 9. Dr. Voorsanger, Dr. Philipson 
and several others who voted no wished 
to have it made clear that in so voting 
they were not opposed to the historical 
Sabbath, but were merely upholding the 
commission’s attitude on the question. 
Consideration of the rest of the Sabbath 
commissions was then postponed until 
next year.

John’ Osborne Pays Penalty for 


Negro Who. Assaulted Aged White 
Woman Taken from Officers 
and Hanged from Tree—Not 
One Bullet Fired Into . 

Body.

Charlotte, N. C., July 3.—John. Osborne, 
the negro charged with criminally as- 
saulting Mrs. Lizzie Wentz, a white wom- 
an, aged 64 years, in Union county, Sun- 
day night, paid the penalty with his life 
last night. 

He was taken from the officers who 
were conveying him to the Union county 
jail and lynched at a point about 2 miles 
from Indian Trail, a station on the Caro- 
lina Centra! railroad. The lynching party 
was composed of several hundred people 
and the two men who had charge of the 
prisoner were easily overpowered. . 

Osborne received a preliminary hearing 
during the afternoon and was committed 
to jail to await the next term of Union 
county superior court. It Is said that the 
negro made a full confession of the crime 
before he was lynched. 

Frank Kezziah and Luke Horton were 
deputized to take the prisoner to Monroe 
and lodge him in jail. After they had 
traveled about 2 miles of the distance, 
and when they were in the midst of a 
body of dense woodland, they were halt- 
ed by a mob, who pulled the negro from 
the buggy and made Kezziah and Horton 
drive on. The negro was not secured 
without a struggle. Kezziah fired one 
shot at the mob before he was disarmed. 
The mob lost no time in tying a rope 
around the négro’s neck and hanging him 
to the limb of a tree near the roadside. 

When the dead body dangling at the 
end of a rope was examined this morning 
not the sign of a bullet hole was found, 
and it is supposed that the mob dispersed 
immediately after completing its deadly 
work of vengeance. 

John Osborne, the lynched negro, was 
about 24 years old. He bore a bad reputa- 
tion and had been accused of committing 
criminal assaults previous to the com- 
mission of the crime for which he was 
lynched. 

Mrs. Wentz is in a critical condition.

Measuring Streams in Appa- 
lachian Mountain 
System. 


Washington, July 3.—(Special.)—The 
United States geological survey has been 
making mé@asurements of the large num- 
ber of streams in the Appalachian moun- 
tain system in the southern states with 4 
view to ascertaining the possibilities of 
their use for the generation of electfical 
power. The results of these surveys, 
which will soon be published in a govern- 
ment document, show that many streams 
now unused are capable of generating 
power which can be used on the banks 
of the streams or transmitted over long 
distances. Director Walcott, in an ad- 
vance notice of the official report, says: 


“The popular idga of an available water | 


power is a moderate fall on a stream of 
considerable size, located within a few 
yards of a railroad. Like many popular 
ideas, it is only partly correct. The power 
which can be obtained at any power site 
on a stream is the product of the weight 
of the water passing the site per unit of 
time multiplied by the height of the per- 
pendioular. fall obtainable, and for the 
same total power these quantities vary 
inversely; that Is, if the head be doubled 
the quantity of water may be diminished 
by a half and the resultant power will be 
the same: if the head be multiplied by 
ten, then one-tenth the quantity of water 
will yield the power, and so on, in similar 
ratio. 

“Given a_ sufficient fall, therefore, a 
small amount of water may be made to 
furnish a very large amount of power, 
and in point of-fact many of the large 
power developments of the western states 
are of this type, the quantity of water 
used being small, but the head being 
measured by hundreds of feet. The dis-! 
tance between the points where the power 
is developed and where it is to be util- 
ized is annihilated by electrical transmis- 
sion. 

‘A large number of streams in that part 
of the southern states in which the Ap- 
palachian “mountain system attains its 
maximum development have their sources 
far up on the mountain slopes, in regions 
of great rainfall and of large and per- 
manent run-off, and these, in their 
courses to the valleys below, often fall 
hundreds of feet within short distances. 
By the application of proper methods 
these streams are capaable of furnishing 
aud transmitting power in considerable 
quantity at comparatively small cost, cer- 
tainly in many instances at less cost per 
unit of power obtained than would be 
possible on the large trunk streams, and 
without the attendant risks.”

Tallulah Lodge, Ga., July 3.—(Special.)

tee’s action. Attorney Crump, of Macon, 
is understood to be the author of the 
papers filed with the association. 

A suit is now pending at Macon in 
which Colonel Hall is made defendant, 
the object of the suit being to force him 
to pay certain eums alleged to belong to 
former clients, but which he is charged 
with diverting to his own use. One of 
the charges filed against him before the 
bar association is based on that case. 

Colonel Hall is not a member of the 
‘bar association, and some members have 
objected to considering the charges be- 
cause of the fact of his non-membership, 
but others take the position that it is the 
duty of the associgtion to investigate 
charges reflecting upon the bar of the 
etate, and to follow up such investigation 
with disbarment proceedings if such 
Should be warranted. 

The formal charges having been filed 
with the secretary, they were transmitted 
to the committee on grievances, which, 
without going into the merits of the 
case, has prepared the following report: 

“The committee upon grievances begs 
leave to submit the following report: 
Specifications cuntaining the gravest 
‘charges against a member of the bar of 
the state have within the last twenty- 
four hours been presented to the com- 
mittee. The lack of time within which 
to investigate, the absence of two mem- 
bers of the committee, the fact that a

LINE OPENED 
AT SAVANNAH 


Electric Railway Company 
Extends to Large Manufac- 
turing Plants, 


Savannah, Ga., July 3.—(Special.)—The 
Savannah Electric Campany opened a4 
2-mile extension to its line this after- 
noon with considerable pomp and cir- 
cumstance, for it is hailed as a great 
acquisition by those interests for which 
it was especially designed. 

The line extends from the city to the 
great community of manufacturing plants 
that has gradually grown up along the 
Savannah river just west of the eorpo- 
rate limits. Chief among these are the 
Southern Cotton Of} Company’s plant, the 
Vale Royal Manufacturing Compa:'y, the 
Hill-Haven Company and the Pierpont 
Manufacturing Company. These, with 
other industries of the neighborhood 
reached by the new line, employ several 
thousand workmen, many of whom have 
homes in the city. 

One month ago the construction of the 
line was begun. The Savannah Elec- 
tric Company sent ftnvitations to some 
five hundred leading citizens and officials, 
and the cars that left the city exchange 
at 3:30 o’clock this afternoon for the 
inittal trip over the line were crowded. 
President George J. Baldwin and Gen- 
eral Manager C. B. Kidder were in 
charge of the party. Stops were made 
at the severa] plants and they were in- 
spected. General surprise was caused 
by this inspection. for many of the party/ 
had not realized the importance and 
extent of the plants.

These men, it is allegeal, drew up a

Czar's Foreign Office Declares Rus- 
sia Would Not Forward Anti- 
Lynching Petition to Amer- 
ica—Objects to Jew 
Petition. 


St Petersburg, July 3—President Roos?2- 
velt's decision to forward the Russian 
government the petition on behalf of the 
Russian Jews is not published here. The 
foreign officer has made the following 


- * gtatement: 


“The czar alone can decide whether the 
petition will be received. Alexamder IIT 
would never have received such a peti- 
tion The petition from the Guild hail 
meeting called By the lord mayor of Lor- 
don in 1891 was returned through the 
foreign office as being inconvertient. The 
foreigr office hopes the Americans wih 
not invite such a slight. They vould re- 
sent an anti-lynchirng petition. The for- 
eign office has no special interest in the 
question except a desire that international 
relations remain unharmed since tie mat- 
ter is purely domestic and belongs'to an- 
other ministerial department.” 

In an atticl.e which in offitial circles is 
declared to be inspired, the Novoe 
Vremye, combats the “claim of the 
United States government that Russia 
shou'd grant American Jews free access 
to Russian 4erritory.” 

The paper declares that if all American 
citizens were admitted to Russia “it would 
not be long before thousands of Jews 
who have left Russia for various reasons 
would flock to Russia in the guise of 
American citizens just as they are doing 
in Roumania, Bulgaria and Turkey. it | 
this should be conceded to the United 
Biates we could not refuse to grant sim!- 
lar requests of other countries ‘and would 
g0@m undergo a perfect invasion of for- 
eigr Jews.”’ 

The Novoe Vremvya also refers to the 
Unitad States restriction on immigration 
and concludes: 

“While Russia in no way assumes th? 
right of criticising the internal measures 
of the United States, she on the other 
hand will not tolerate the least interfer- 
ence in her affairs on the part of the

Let the South Settle It. 
(From The Buffalo «{N. Y.) Courter.) 

Clark Howell, editor of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, is known as one of the broadest 
and most intelligent men of the south. He 
knows its conditions as wel] as any other, 
and few will question that he seeks to serve 
the best interests not only of his section, 
but of the country at large. Mr. Howell 
has forcefully said on the race problem: “If 
the people. of the north devoted themgelves as 
anxiously to getting work for the negro as they 
do to getting him the ballot, they would eolve 
the negro question at once.'’’ He says that 
if the southern people are let alone they 
will settle the matter among themselves and 
care wil, be taken of the dest interests of 
both the whites and the blacks. With the 
fear of negro domination removed, the south- 
ern states would at once split up on ordinary 
economic lines and several of them would be 
repubhcan. Mr. Howell thinks the problem 
is largely one of obtaining proper work for 
the negro, and that the people of the south 
generally are in hearty accord with the ef- 
forts of Booker T. Washington for keeping 
the negro out of politics and building up the 
industrial education of his race. 

A great wrong was committed against 
the negro in giving him the ballot before he 
was qualified for tts use. It was done heart- 
lessly for party advantage, and the negro’s 
false friends have used him ever since, and 
have sown dissension between the races in 
the south to serve partiean ends. The time 
has about come, however, when the black man 
is undeceived as to the social equality which 
he was told was his due and would be ac- 
eorded him in the north. The race prejudice 
exists in this and every other state of the 
north. It is as strong with republican pol- 
iticlans as with any other class., They have 
been gullty of a vast amount of hypocrisy 
which is exposed directly that any test is 
made, 

The honest, orderly negro is having a hard 
time in eecuring employment in the north. 
Those whom he has been taught to regard as 
his friends let him know that their interest 
Is theoretical rather than practical. Even 
The New York Tribune is taking an economic 
and humanitarian rather than a partisan view 
o? this race question now, and admits that 
that while the north 


‘the serious reflection 
loves the negro—at a distance—the south, 
notwithstanding its political discrimination 
against him, really understands him-and of- 
fers him the best opportunities, ie not with- 
out truth.’’ The Tribune article, which ap- 
pears to have been written about the time 
Mr. Howell was making his address, is close- 
ly in line» with his thought, for it con- 
cludes: “The south ie today the negro’s 
best industrial opportunity. There are the 
friends who can be most helpful to him and 
whose respect he should most cultivate.” The 
ean be adjusted satisfactorily 
if the politicians will keep their hands off. 
By interfering in their way they injure in- 
stead of aid the  biack man—and these 
words will apply to the highest authority who 
bas sought to inspire the negro with the de- 
sire for the epoils of political office.

A Plain Tale from Alabama. 
(From The New York Post.) 


The conditions of negro peonage in 
Alabama are so shocking that no man, 
north or south, can be found to defend 
the system. As to the facts, there can 


no longer be any question. 

No one is disposed to charge agajnst 
the south, as a whole, these crimes of re- 
mote and isolated communities. Mont- 
gomery has certainly not joined hands 
with slave-drivers in the obscure cor- 
ners of Coosa and Tallapoosa counties; 
but unless the decent people of Alabama 
unite in a sincere effort to punish the 
wrongdoers, free the peons, repeal the 
law under which they are held, and de- 
velop a healthy public spirit which shall 
make impossible such bondage or any- 
thing approaching it, the state of Ala- 
bama will be held responsible. Political 
corruption in Rhode Island has recently 
been exposed very fully; and if Rhode 
Island continues to wallow in a siough 
of iniquity, the people of the south can 
justly assert that Rhode Island is havy- 
ing its own way; and Rhode Island can- 
not fairls resent ‘intrusive censure.’’ 
Exactly the same principle applies to the 
case of Alabama. If henceforth negroes 
are grossly abused there, it will be be- 
cause Alabama prefers to abuse them. 

Fortunately, the criminals are likely to 
get their deserts. District Attorney Reese 
and Judge Jones have both won a repu- 
tation for courage and ability; and with 
the backing of the better classes in their 
state they will convict the more serious 
offenders. The conviction of a constable, 
justice of the peace, or slave driver does 
not, however, free the negro whose labor 
has been sold. Judge Jones has declared 
unconstitutional the law under which 
these negroes have been held to work out 
debts, but he expressly says that officers 
are not liable fer sentencing persons un- 
less such officers have entered into a 
conspiracy. The indictments thus far 
brought are, therefore, against magis- 
trates and others who, under cover of 
the law, have formed a conspiracy to 
buy and sel negro labor. There are 
still negroes working out so-called fines 
and debts in cases where the law has 
been enforced honestly. For such cases 
the district attorney is now considering 
some process in habeas corpts, which 
shall act as a small emancipation procla- 
mation. 

In order to avoid further difficulty, the 
Alabama legislature is likely to repeal 
the law at its next session. Judge Jones’ 
decision that the statute Is in effect a 
Violation of the constitutional provision 
against imprisonment for debt might still 
be appealed to the supreme court; but, 
according to all aceounts, Alabama will 
be glad to get rid of a bad law as speed- 
ily as possible. The original friends of 
the measure doubtless had in mind an 
extension of the plan for contracts for 
convict labor. The example was thor- 
oughly vicious, for the convict camps 
have betn unequivocally condemned by 
all experts in penology as dark places of 
the earth, full of the habitations of cruel- 
ty. On this subject, however, the south 
has been apathetic, for many worthy peo- 
ple piously accept torture of criminals as 
a happy fulfillment of the Bible text, 
“The way of the transgressor is hard.’’ 
Granting, however, the utmost that can 
be said in behalf of convict camps, no 
excuse whatever exists for selling a man 
for six months or ohne month in pay- 
ment of a trifling fine for disorder or a 
small debt. It is an interesting fact that 
sixteen years ago, when Judge Jones was 
spéaker of the Alabama house of repre- 
sentatives, he defeated just such legisla- 
tion as he has now declared unconstitu- 
tional The law, however, has finally 
been passed and fairly tried. In actual 
practice it has encouraged the most 
hideous @huses, Thére can be no @enbt 
as to the nevéssityJof repeal,

Tallulah Lodge, Ga., July 3.—{Special.)— 
In many respects the most notable event 
in the history ef the Georgia Bar As- 
Sociation was the address delivered to 
that body today by Chief Judge Alton 
B. Parker, of the New York court of ap- 
peals, and the reception given that eml- 
nent New Yorker by Georgia’s foremost 
judges and jurists. 

Today’s trains brought in a large num- 
her of prominent attorneys, members of 
the senate and house and other citizens 
from different points of the state, and the 
beautiful pavilion was crowded to over- 
flowing this afternoon when the hour for 
the address arrived. Early in the after- 
noon a heavy rain began to fall, and there 
were evidences of a storm, but by half 
past 4 the sun broke through the clouds, 
and all the externals became most pro- 
pitious and pleasing. 

Judge Parker was escorted from the ho- 
tel by Chief Justice Simmons, former 
Chief Justice Bleckley; Senator Racon and 
the judges of the supreme and superior 
courts. As the party entered the audience 
rose, giving the distinguished visitor a 
most enthusiastic ovation. 

President Burton Smith introduced 
Judge Parker in an exceedingly happy 
speech. Another ovation was given that 
fentleman as he rose to deliver his ad- 


hdress, and it was several minutes before 


he could proceed. 

“Due Process of Law’ was his theme. 
as was befitting the occasion. He read his 
address, a carefully prepared legal paper, 
and he was given the compliment of the 
closest attention at the hands of his large 
audience. 

The address was a masterly handling of 
his story and achievements of our coun- 
try’s laws. Especial attention was given 
to the history of the fourteenth amend- 
ment of the constitution and from the 
very first the address showed that care- 
ful research for which Judge Parker is 
S0 justly famous. In every instance cita- 
tions from historic legal records were 


noted and the entire address was handled 
in @ génerally technical manner. 

He began by saying: 

“The source of the famous phrase, ‘due 
process of law,’ which has place in the 
constitution of the United States and in 
most Of the state constitutions, is to be 
found in that well remembered Palladium 
of English liberty, Magna Charter, and 
resid@s in the words, ‘the law of the 
land,’ found in that instrument. The two 
phrases, ‘due process of law’ and ‘the 
law of the land’ have long been treated 
as synonymous, although the former is 
more comprehensive. Coke in his second 
institute (30). considers them equivalent 
phrases. So we see that many generations 
before the organization of our American 
institutions the phrase, ‘due process of 
law, had outgrown its early significance, 
it probably. havimz had reference to rules 
of procedure in courts of law in eases in 
which personal and property rights were 
involved, and had developed so as to em- 
brace within jts meaning the older phrase, 
‘the law of the land.’ Concerning the 
latter phrase, lex terrae, as originaly ex- 
pressed in the Latin and the great char- 
ter, it referred to the custOmary or com- 
mon law, which Englishmen had ever gs- 
sumed to be their inalfenafte birthright. 
This feeling was assumed in the constitu- 
tion of the English mind and has assert- 
ed itself upon various occasions, the most 

omentous perhaps being the memorable 
day at Runnymede, when on>tbhe 15th of 
June, 1215, the barons, clergy and com- 
mons of England were led by that flus- 
trious man, Archbishop Stephen Langton, 
in their successful effort to coerce the 
king, John of England,. to restore to the 
people of England the rights that he had 
usurped, by affixing his signature to the 
great charter there submitted to him by 
the militant nobles ef his realm, 


Basic Structure of Law. 


“The portion of the great charter with 
which we are here concerned is contained 
in the thirty-ninth chapter. This chapter 
reads as follaws: (I quote from Stubbs’ 
‘Select Charters.’) ‘No freeman shal! be 
taken Or imprisoned or disseized or be 
outlawed or exiled or anywise destroyed, 
but by the lawful judgment of his peers 
or by the law of the land.’ The last clause 
is, 38 we have already seen, synonymous 
with due process of law, and had for cen- 
turies formed part of the basic structure 
of the law of Teutonic peoples. It is said 
to have probably been adopted from the 
laws in vogue under the old Franconian 
and Saxon kings, whose people in early 
times colonized Normandy and France, 
many of them undoubtedly finding their 
way into the near-lying British islands. 
The words of the chapter quoted, ‘the 
judgment of his peers’—in the ofiginal 
Latin ‘judicium parium suorum’+-indicate 
the existence at that time of tMa&Pby jury 
even as conducted in our own times. The 
supreme importance of this little chapter 
of Magna Charta was recognized to such 
a degree by Blackstone that in the fourth 
book of his Commentaries (p. 424) he says 
it is sufficient alone to entitle the instru- 
ment to its designation of ‘great.’ ’’ 

Referring to the phrase ‘‘due process 
of law,” he continued: 

“That phrase, however, proved to be a 
limitation on legislation on that day in 
1803 when the supreme court of the United 
States handed down its decision, support- 
ed by an opinion of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall, in Marbury v. Madison (5 U. 
187), declaring an act of congress which 
attempted to confer original jurisdiction 
on the supreme court under the judiciary 
act, null and void, on the ground that it 
Was repugnant to the provisions of the 
constitution distributing original and ap- 
pellate authority. 

“This famovs decision, asserting for the 
first time a principle which lies at the 
very foundation of our constitutional 
jurisprudence, was in_ hostility to the 
views of many of our famous statesmen, 
among them Jefferson and Hamilton who 
declarea that such a doctrine was ‘not 
deducible from any circumstances pe- 
culiar to the pian of convention,’ and that 
not a syllable ‘directly empowers the 
national courts to construe laws accord- 
ing to the spirits of the constitution.’ 
(No. 81 of the Federalist). And Jefferson, 
thirteen years after the decision, declared 
that ‘not a word in the constitution has 
given that power to the judges more than 
to the executive or legislative branches.’ 
(Jefferson's works, vol. VI, p. 464)” 

The Fourteenth Amendment. 

After citing a number cf other cases, 
Judge Parker proceeded to take up the 
history of the fourteenth amendment. 

“Tn 1868 the fourteenth amendment be- 
came a part of the constitution, by which 
was incorporated therein the ‘due pro- 
cess of law’ provision, to be found in 
most of tle state constitutions; and this 
time not as a restraint upon the power 
of the *edera) government,.as in the fifth 
amendment, but as a limitation upon the 
power of the states. 

‘at no time in the history of this coun- 
try could this amendment have been 
adopted yrior to the so-called reconstruc- 
tion period; and if it were not now a part 
of the constitution it is not probable that 
it could be incorporated into ‘that instru- 
ment. It is doubtful if it would have been 
adopted had it been then understood to 
confer upon congress the power to en- 
force the restrictions on state powers 
contained in the amendment, and upon 
the supreme court power to set aside 
provisions of a state constitution or stat- 
ute which in the judgment of that court 
abridge the privileges or tmmunities of 
citizens of.the United States, deprive any 
person of life, lWberty or property without 
dué process of law, or deny to-any per- 
son within the jurisdiction of the state 
equal »rotéection of the laws-—thereby 

essential rights of life, liberty 
under the ultimate protec- 
vernment.

purpose wag to benetit and prftect the col- 
gored race. indeed, there is Abundant evi- 
dence of this in the opinion pf Mr. Justice 
Mi®%e in the slaughter use cases (83 
Uniuecd States, 36), and in/the opinion of 
Mr. Justice Strong, in which all the court 
concurred, in Strguder v. West Virginia 
(100. United States 303), in which he says 
that the true spirit and meaning of the 
amendments ‘can not be understood with- 
out keeping in view the history of the 
times when they were adopted, and the 
general objects they plainly sought to ac- 
complish. , . It was well known that 
in some states laws making such discrim- 
inations then exfst@d, and others might 
well be expected. The colored race, as a 
race, was abject and ignorant, and in that 
condition wag unfitted to command the re- 
spect of those who had- superior intelll- 
gence. Their training had left them mere 
children, and as such they needed the 
pretection which a Wise government ex- 
tends to those who are unable to protect 
themse]ves. They especially needed pro- 
tection against ypfriendly action in the 
states -whgre they were resident. lt was 
in view of these cqnsiderations that the 
fourteenth amendment was framed and 
adopted. It was designed to assure to 
the colored race the enjoyment of all 
the civil rights that under the law are 
enjoyed by white persons, and to give to 
that race the protection of the general 
government, in that enjoyment, when- 
ever it should be denied by the state. 
* * * To quote the language used by us 
in the slaughter house cases, ‘No one 
can fail to be impressed with the one 
pervading purpose found in all the amend- 
ments, lying at the foundation of eath, 
and without which none of them wou! 

have been suggested—we mean the free 


dom of the slave race, the security and’ 


firm establishment of that freedom. and 
the protection of the newly-made freoe- 
man and citizen from the gppression of 
those who had formerly exercised un- 
limited dominion over them.’ * * * And. 
it was added, ‘We doubt very much 
whether anv action of a state, not @}- 
rected by way of discrimination against 
the negroes, as a class, will ever be keld 
to come within the purview of this pro- 
vision.’ "' Strauder v. West Virginia. (100 
United States, 308. 306). That prediction 
has not been fulfilled, As a matter of 
fact not one case in twenty decided under 
that amendment involves the rights and 
privileges of the colored rece, although 
evidence fs not wanting. 28 we shall see. 
that members of the court strove for a 
time to limit the oneration of the amend- 
ment to such situations as the court he- 
Hieved the states voting for it had re- 
garded it anplicable. 


How Amendment Was Made. 


“While the opinion expresses accurate- 
ly the general view of the purpose of the 
fourteenth amendment, several senators 
contributing toward its formation have 
said that it was intended by the framers 
to operate in the broadest sense. Roscoe 
Conkling, a leading member_of-the recdn- 
struction committee, which drafted the 
amendment, in his argument in the San 
Mateo county case (Law pamphlets N. 
Y. state lib., vol. 97, No. 6 p. 23. The 
case was argued December 19. 1882. but 
the appeal was dismissed before decision. 
See 116 U7. S. 188) produced the journal of 
the committee to show how the various 
provisions came to be inserted. and he 
said that individuals and corporations 
had been for some time appealing for con- 
gressional protection against discriminat- 
ing and unfair state and local taxation, 
and asserted that the committee intended 
to give the provision in ‘the proposed 
amendment the broadest possible seope 
and operation for the benefit of all per- 
sons, whether white or black. 

“Congress submitted the fourteenth 
amendment to the srates on the 16th of 
July, 1866, and on the 2th of July, 1868, 
William H. Seward issued a proclama. 
tion reciting inter alia that the assent of 
six of the southern states had been given 
‘by newly constituted bodies avowing 
themselves to be, and acting as the jegis- 
latures,’ and that the assent of Ohio and 
New Jersey, once given, had been with- 
drawn. He certified the adoption of the 
amendment ‘if the resolution of the leg- 
islatures of Ohio and New Jersey rati- 
fying the aforesai@ amendment are to 
be deemed as remaining in full foree and 
effect.’ 

“Congress passed a joint resolution on 
the 2ist of July, 1868, reciting the ratifi- 
cation of the amendment by twenty-nine 
named states—including Ohio and New 
Jersey and the six southern siates—de- 
claring it a part of the constitution, and 
directing its promulgation.” 

Breaches of State Legislation. 


Continuing, in regard to the branches of 
state legislation that affect personal lib- 
erty and property rights, Judge Parker 
Baid: 

“The great branches of state legislation 
which particularly affect personal liberty 


| and property rights may be grouped un- 


der four heads: (1) police power, (2) the 
power of eminent domain, (3) the power 
of taxation, and (4) procedure, civil and 
criminal. 

“The first cases in which the fourteenth 
amendment was discussed were the fa- 
moug slaughter house cases (88 U. S. 36), 
in which Mr. Justice Miller wrote the pre- 
vailing opinion, and Justices Field, Brad- 
ley and Swayne filed dissenting opinions 
in behalf of themselves and of Chief Jus- 
tice Chase. The statute challenged under- 
took to remove noxious slaughter houses 
from the more densely populated part of 
New Orleans and to locate them where 
they woul? least affect the health and 
comfort of the people. It was held that 
the amendment did not interfere with 
she exercise of police powers by the 
states, but the discussion took a much 
wider ranger involving the object of the 
amendment and its scope. The prevailing 
opinion asserts that the purpose of the 
amendment was to enable the federal 
eovernmeént to prevent the states from 
discriminating against the negroes as a 
class and expresses a dowbt whether any 
other act of a state would ever be held 
to offend aeainst the amendment.” 

After citing a number of other in- 
stances in this connection, Judge Parker 
passed on to the subject of police power. 

“As the‘slaughter-house gases, which 
opened the discussion of the fourteenth 
amendment, sustain the Louisiana legis- 
lation on the ground that it was a proper 
exercise of the police powef, the deci- 
sions on that general subject may prop- 
erly be considered here. 

“In Barbier v. Connolly (113 U. S. 27). a 
San Francisco oriinance prohibiting 
work in: public laundries within defined 
territory from 10 p. . to 6 a. Mm was 
held not to offend dgainst the amend- 
ment. The court said: ‘Neither the 
amendment—broad and’ comprehensive as 


it is—nor any other amendment, was de-— 


signed to interfere with the power of the 


Btate, sometimés termed its police rower. 


to prescribe regulations to promote the 
health, peace. morals, education, ard 
good order of the people, and to legis- 

te so as to increase the Industries of 
the state. develop its resources and add 
to ite weaith and prosperity,’ (Barbier v. 
Connolly, 118 U. 8. 27, 31.)" 

Many. other cases were cited In this 
game connection. } 


Some Railroad Cases. 
As to certain railroad cases, Judge 
Parker said: | 


| been dissipating and that 
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a Minnesota statute establishing a com- 
mission, and vesting it with power to 
establish freigh{ rates on railroads. The 
statute as interpreted by the state court 
made the determination of the commis- 
sion conclusive as to what dre- equal 
and reasonable charges, and for that 
reason refused evidence tending to show 
that the rates as fixed were unreason- 
able. The supreme court held that, as- 
suming, as it showd, the construction 
of the statute by the state court to be 
correct, ‘it deprives the company of its 
right to a judicial investigation, by due 
process of-law, under the forms and with 
‘the machinery provided by the wisdom of 
successive ages for the investigation ju- 
dicially of the truth of a matter of con- 
troversy, amd substitutes therefor, as an 
absolute finality, the action of the pow- 
ers conceded to it by the state court, 
cannot be regarded as clothed with ju- 
dicial functions or possessing the ma- 
chinery of a court of justice.” (Chicago, 
_) R. Co. v. Minnesota, 134 U. 8. 418, 

57.) 

“But if the court delayed In removing 
the doubt created by the discussion in 
Davidson’s case it did not fail to do it 
thoroughly in Chicago, Burlington, éte., 
R. Co. v. Chicago (166 U. S. 226). In that 
pcase the court net only held that the 
due process of law provision required 
the federal government to see that no 
State should take private property for. 
public use without just compensation, 
and that the amendment is not complied 
with by the establishment of satisfactory 
legal procedure by legislative enactment; 
but that it makes it the duty of the 
federal courts to see that the action 
of the state court hereunder does not de- 
prive the owner of property without due 
process of law. In other words, the opin- 
ion holds, as I read it, that for any sub- 
stantial] etror in the course of the pro- 
cedure which may have affected the re- 
suit, the federal court will reverse,thereby 
making itself a court of last resort in any 
case of eminent domain. The only ques- 
tions said not to be open for considera- 
tion by the supreme court were ques- 
tions of fact, for after a very careful 
discussion of the subject the court said: 
‘I’tpon the reasoning in the case just re- 
ferred to, it would seem to be clear that 
the last clause of the seventh amend- 
ment forbids the retrial by this court of 
the facts tried by the jury in the present 
case.’ (Chicago. Burlington. ete., R. Co. 
v. Chicago, 166 U. S. 226, 244.)- Again it fs 
said: ‘Even if we were of the opinfon 
in view of the evidence that the jury 
erred in finding that no property right, 
of substantial value In money, had been 
taken from the railroad company, by rea- 
son of the opening of a street across its 
right of wav. Wwe cannot, on that ground, 
reexamine the final judgment of the state 
court. We are vermitted only to inquire 
whether the trial court prescribed any 
rule for the guidance of the jury that 
was in absolute disregard of the com- 
panvy's right to just comnrensation.” (thd, 
%4.) And after discussing Lent v. Til!- 
eon (140 17. S>. 316). the court said: ‘Tn 
harmony with thoss views. we mar Sav 
in the present ease *hat the state court 
havine:-jivrisdiction of the subject matter 
and of the parties, and being wnder a 
duty to suard and protect the ceonstitnu- 
tionaleright here aseerted. the firn] inde- 
ment ought not to he held te he in vio'la- 
tion of the due vorocess of law enioined 
hv the fourteenth amendment. unless hv 
its rulings upon questions of law the 
companv was prevented from obtaining 
substantially anv comnenecation.’ (Chi- 
eage. Ruriineton etec., R. Co. v. Chicago, 
1T. &. 76. 67.) 


Appeals of Taxpayers. 
Regarding taxpayers Judge Parker had 


this to sav: 

‘Nevertheless. agerieved taxpayers 
have frequently appealed to the supreme 
court of the United States for relief 
against state statutes, on the grounft 
that thev offend against the due process 
of lew provision. Now the court. speak- 
ing through Mr. Justice Har'on, has said: 
‘It Is coneecivable that taxation may be of 
such a nature and so burdenso we as nron- 
erly to be characterized a taking of nori- 
vate property far nueblife nse without fust 
compensation. Rut in order to brine tax- 
ation Imposed hy a state, or vonder its 
authoritv. within the seove of the four- 
teenth amendment of tre national cor- 
stitution. the case should be so clearly 
and palnably ilegnt encroachment 
upon private rieht< as to leave no douht 
that such taxation bv its necessary on- 
eration fs renaliv snotiation nnder evise 
of everting the nower ta tax.’ (Hender- 
son Prifge Co. v. Henderson. 173 U. S.. 
59> G14)" 

In closing Judge Parker said: 

“In conclusion, | feel Warranted in say- 
ing that, valuable beyond compare a3 
has been the service of tae supreme court 
of the United States to the people dur- 
ing all the period of its existence,  al- 
though mistakes have at times. been 
made and will of necessity be made in 
the future, it has never been charged 
with a greater responsibility than that 
placed upon it by the adoption of the 
fourteenth amendment—a _ responsibility 
to the meeting of which its individual 
members have patriotically devoted their 
Supremest energies, great abilities and 
broad scholarship, keeping ever in mind— 
as appears from the many opinions writ- 
ten—the danger expressed by Mr. Justice 
Miller in the slaughter house cases of 
so far extending the fourteénth amend- 
ments as ‘to fetier and degrade the state 
governments.’ It is true that the amend- 
ment has been given—and necessarily s0 
because of its comprehensive language— 
a broader scope than the majority con- 
templated at that time; nevertheless, the 
court was able to say in Holden v. Hardy. 
after calling attention to the many 
changes in the statutes of states subse- 
quent to the adoption of the fourteenth 
amendment, some of which were chal- 
lenged in the courts as offending against 
the due process of law provision. ‘they 
are mentioned .only for the purpose of 
calling attention to the probability that 
other changes of no less importance mav 
be made in the future and that while 
the cardinal principles of justice are fm- 
mutable, the methods bv which justice 
is administered are ‘subject to constant 
fluctuation. end that the constitution of 
the Thnited States. which tis necessarilv 
and to a large extent Inflexible and er- 
ceedingly difficult of amendment. shov'd 
not be so construed as to deprive the 
states of the rower so to amend their 
laws as to make them conform to the 
wishes of the citizens ss they maw deem 
hest for the public welfare without brine- 
ing them into conflict with the supreme 
law of the land.’”

ODE KEPT TAB 
ON HIS DEATH 


Doomed Sailor Leaves Rec- 
ord Up to Very Minute 
_ of Passing, 


San Francisco, July 3.—The fate of Wil- 
liam Ode, who was left behind as watch- 
man on the wreck of the schooner Court- 
Ford, which ran ashore on Izenbeck 
island, Alaska, on September 30, 1902, fs 
told with dramatic realism in the log 
kept by the unfortunate man, which has 
just reached here. 

It was found beside his dead body by 
revenue cutter officers and covers a 
period of four months, from October 4, 
1902, down to the following February, 
when, in pencil faintly traced opposite 
the entries of February 3, it has the 
words: ‘‘Death at last after four months 
alone.”’ 

He has set down the happenings of that 
quarter, giving a complete list of events, 
all leading to one end—the extingulsh- 
ment of William Ode, sailor. When the 
Courtney Ford was wrecked the captain 
and surviving members of the crew were 
picked up and landed at Seattle, leaving 
Ode pehind until relief was to be sent to 
bim. 

This only happened a few days ago 
when the schooner Carrie and Annie, with 
wrecking apparatus on board, left for 
Izenbeck, too late, however, to be of ser- 
vics to the sailor who had watched in 
vain for relief.

Wagon Struck by Freight Train on 
Southern at Wells Street Cross- 
ing and Disastrous Results 
Followed the Col- 
lision.

As a result of a wagon being struck 
by a train on -the Southern road yester- 
day afternoon between 2 and 3 o’clock 
at the Wells street crossing, Freight Con- 
ductor Oscar Turner, Flagman D. D. Hill 
and a negro driver were injured, two 
mules were killed, the wagqn was almost 
completely demolished, five freight cars 
were derailed, and three of them piled 
up together. 

Turner and Hill were both painfully 
hurt. Both men were taken to the Grady 
hospital, but Turner was later able to 
be removed to -his home. -The negro 
driver was only slightly injured and 
Was not taken to the hogpital. Hill re- 
sides at 66 Berean avenue, 

The mules and wagon belonged to the 
Morrow Transfer Company, and at the 
time of the accident the wagon was 
loaded with terra cotta material. It was 
struck by a train of freight cars being 
backed by a switch engine, 

The derailment of the cars is said to 
have been caused by one of the cars 
striking against the body of one of the 
mules, immediately following the col- 
lision. Three cars were dumped over in 
a heap and two others were derailed. 
Conductor Turner and Flagman Hill were 
riding on the wrecked cars. Turner was 
thrown some distance from the cars and 
Hill was caught beneath a brake beam. 
It was necessary to prize the beam up 
before he could be removed. 

The two men were sent to the Grady 
hospital as quickly as possible, where 
their injuries. were given attention. The 
driver was found not to be much hurt 
and he was. taken to his home. The 
wreck blocked the Southern main line, 
but a force of men were put to work 
and it was cleared away within a short 
time, 


OUR COUNTRY’S FLAG. 


History and Description of the Stars 
and Stripes. 


Washington Star: Quite recently Sena- 
tor Hoar addressed an autograph letter 
to the war department requesting, on 
be@ If of a most estimable lady of Mas- 
sachusetts, a teacher in one of the puhb- 
lic schools, a full description of the 
American flag as authorized.by law and 
custom; the lawful number of stripes, and 
the proper color, and what the union jack 
means; also requesting information as 
to what is the lawful American coat of 
arms. 

Replying thereto, the secretary of war 
transmitted a copy of a memorandum 
prepared under the direction of the quar- 
termaster general of the army, descriptive 
of the several flags carried by the army 
of the United States, together with a do- 
scription of the union jack and the seal 
of the United States, procured, respec- 
tively, from the navy department and the 
department of state 

All ‘this official ‘information has been 
embodied by Mr. James H. Churchill, of 
the secretary's office, into a circular let- 
ter which is now used in responding to re- 
quests for information regarding the flag, 
the union jack and tkhe“seal of the 
United States. According to these reec- 
ords, the American congress in session in 
Philadelphia, Pa., established by its reso- 
lution adopted June 14, 1777, a national 
flag as follows: 

“That the flag of the thirteen United 
States be thirteen stripes alternate red 


'and white; 
| stars, white in a blue field, representing a 


that the union be thirteen 


new constellation.’’ 

The use of the thirteen stripes was not 
a new feature, as they had been used, in 
alternate white and blue, on the upper 
left hand corner of a standard presented 
to the Philadelphia Light Horse by its 
captain in the early part of 1775. and, 
moreover, the union flag of the thirteen 
united eolonies, raised at Washington's 
headquarters at Cambridge, January 2, 
1776, had the thirteen stripes just as they 
appear in the flag this day: but it also 
had the crosses of St. George and 8&t. 
Andrews on a blue ground in a corner, 
instead of the thirteen stars. No satis- 
factory evidence has ever been produced 
to prove that a flag bearing the union of 
the stars and stripes had been in public 
use prior to the resolution of June, 1777. 

It is claimed that Mrs. John Ross. of 
Philadelphia, was the maker of the first 
flag combining the stars and stripes. Her 
descendants assert that a committee of 
congress, together with Genera] Wash- 
ington, engaged her in June, 1776, to make 
a flag from a rough drawing, which, at 
her suggestion. was redrawn by General 
Washington with pencil, in her back par- 
lar, and the flag thus designed was adopt- 
ed by congress. 

Although the resolution establishing the 
fiag was not officially promulgated until 
September 3, 1777, it is well authenticated 
that the Stars and Stripes was -arried 
at the battle of Brandywine, September 
11, 1777, and thenceforward during al] the 
battles of the revolution. 

The ship Ranger, bearing the Stars and 
Stripes, commanded by Captain Paul 
Jones, arrived at a French port about 
December 1, 1777, and her flag received, 
on February 14, 1778, the first salute ever 
paid to the American fleet by foreign na- 
val vessels, 

The flag remained unchanged until 
May 1, 17%, when, in consequence of the 
acmission of Vermont and Kentucky into 
the union, congress provided that it be 
changed to include fifteen stripes, alter- 
nate red and white, with a union of 
fifteen white stars on a blue field. 

This was the national banner from 
17% to 1818, during which’ period occurred 
fhe war of 1812 with Great Britain. 

By 1818 five additional stafes, Tennessee, 
Ohio, Louisiana, Indiana and Mississippi. 
had been admitted into the union, and 
therefore a further change in the flag 
seemed to be necessary. Congress, after 
much discussion. decided, on April 4, 1818, 
that after the Fourth of July next fol- 
lowing, the flag of the United States 
should consist of thirteen stripes, alter- 
nate red and white, with a union of twen- 
ty white stars on a field of blue, and 
that upon the admission of each new 
state into the union an additional star be 
added to the. flag, to take effect on the 
4th day of July next following. 

Thus, by a wise provision of legisla- 
tion the original form of the flag em- 
blematic of the thirteen states of the revy- 
olution was,perpetuated. and the addition 
of one star as each state was admitted 
to, the union gave proper recognition’ to 
all the states and makes the flag a signi- 
ficant emblem of the growth and power 
of the country without alteration of. its

country. ‘It is believed that the first 
American flag manufactured from genu- 
ine American bunting was made at Low- 
ell, Mass. This flag was raised over the 
capitol at Washington tn February, 1866. 
Previous to that time English bunting 
had been used for the purpose. 

Union jacks are used in the navy. They 
are of the same dimensions and have the 
same number of stars as the union of the 
ensign. It may he defined as the national 
flag with the stripes umitted. It is hoist- 
ed forward on a vessel as an additional 
flag upon occasions of dress or ceremony. 
It is hoisted aft at some consplouocus 
point other than that occupied by the 
national flag when a court martial is be- 
ing held aboard ship. It is hoisted in the 
bow of a ship's boat when a diplomatic 
officer above a certain rank is being con- 
veyed to or from a man of war. It is 
used for covering the bodies of the dead 
for a certain period to up and during the 
funeral ceremony. 

The present ugage in our navy is to 
style this flag the jack and not union 
jack. It is supposed to have derived its 
name from the fact that at the time ol! 
the invasion of Scotland by the English, 
A. D., 1836, it was directed that every 
way of the invading party bear the sign 
of the arms of St. George, both before 
and behind. From bhis surcoat or jacket 
flags ‘bearing sich devices are. called 
jacks. The union of the crosses of St. 
George and St. Andrew, since the union 
of England and Scotland, in 1707, and 
since 1808 the union of the crosses of St. 
George, St. Andrew and St. Patrick, or 
the union of England, Scotland and Ire- 
land, or, more properly speaking, Great 
Britian and Ireland, are called by the 
British union jacks. 

Thus the union taken from our flag 
when used separately from it in a flag 
composed of white stars on a blue field 
was also called the union jack,.and final- 
lv among our naval people and seafaring 
men the word “‘union” has been dropped, 
and they speak of it now as the jack, and 
sailors are called jack tars. 

The correct coat-of-arms appears on the 
face of the great seal of the United 
States in the custody of the department 
of state. This seal is used to attest pa- 
pers bearing tne-signature of the presi- 
dent and has never been used for any 
other purpose. 

The seal now in use was cut in 1885, 
Frederick TT. Frelinghuysen being the 
secretary @ state, after the designs had 
been submitted by the department to 
several historical scholars and authorities 
on heraldy, and had been approved by 
them. . 

The device for the great seal is repre- 
sented by an American eagle with out- 
stretched wings. holding in its dexter 
talon an olive branch bearing thirteen 
olives and thirteen leaves, and in its sin- 
ister a bundle of thirteen arrows, all 
proper, nd in its beak a scroll, inscribed 
with the motto, “E Pluribus Unum.” 
Over the head of the eagle, a glory, or, 
breaking through a cloud, thirteen stars 
forming, a constellation. On the eagle's 
breast an escutcheon or shield, the upper 
blank field separ:ted from the paespendic- 
ular stripes, which form the lewer por- 
tion, by a horizontal line. This shield has 
geenral resemblance to the flag with the 
stars omitted and with six red stripes, 
when the shield is shown in colors, and 
seven white stripes instead of seven red 
stripes and six white, as provided for the 
flag. The outside or border stripes are 
white in the shield and red in the flag. 

The seal now in use having become §0 
badly worn as to necessitate its renewal. 
congress, at its last session, appropriated 
the sum of $1,250 for that object, but it 
is understood the work will involve no 
chunge in tne existing design.

Objects float down stream faster than 
the water. This assertion was first shown 
to be a scientific fact by Sir Samuel Ber- 
tham, who had been told by freighters on 
Siberian rivers that heavy barges float 
down faster than light boats. He finally 
reasoned as follows: ‘Rivers: consist of 
water running down an inclined plane by 
the force of gravity. Were it not for the 
resistance the water meets with in the 
bed of the river, as well at the bottom as 
at the sides, the water would run down 
infinitely faster. Bodies floating on this 
running water are acted upon also by the 
forme of gravity; they have a tendency 
to move with as great a velocity as that 
which the water itself would have, had it 
met with no resistance against the hed 
of the river; their motion is not impeded, 
until we come to consider the resistance 
they meet with the water itself. But 
they meet with none till ‘their motion 
exceeds that of the water. Their motion 
then must exceed that of the water, and 
that the more so the less they are af- 
fected by that resistance; hence, the bet- 
ter their shape is apted to divide the 
water and the greater proportion their 
gravity bears to their surface and resist- 
ance, the quicker they will be impelled 
by their gravity through the medium 
Which tends to rz,ird their motion.” Mr. 
Coombes suggests, in The american Ma- 
chinist, that the comparative resistance of 
different yacnc hulls be tested in running 
water.

That 
they will be here in time to relleve the 
congested condition that comes with the 
enormous increase in the freight business 
in the fall will result in greatly facili- 
tating the movement of freight at that 
time. It will be remembered that a great 
part of the trouble in regard to coal 
last year and what was partially respon- 
sible for the high prices charged, was 
the scarcity of rolling stock for the; 
movement of the coal’ from the mines. 


Roads Clash Over Right of Way. 


Knoxville, Tenn., July 3.—(Special.)—

way and the Louisville and Nashvibe 
occurred here this morning.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, July 3.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“Warm, forcing weather has been the 
keynote of the situation this week, in- 
ducing favorable conditions for the win- 
ter wheat harvest, special progress Dy 
corn and cotton, enlargement in retail 
trade in summer goods, generally hereto- 
fore backward, and bringing about a 
much more cheerful feeling as to the fu- 
ture outlook for business generally. Ad- 
ditional reports as to six months’ trade 
are quite favorable despite earlier unfa- 
voradle conditions. June bank  clear- 
ances, though vs by stock, grain and 
cotton speculation, large semi-annual dis- 
bursements and the putting through of 
large dealings, >have not been wholly de- 
pendent thereon for the marked expan- 
sion shown over last year. Failure re 
turns are likewise favorable, in that stx 
months’ embarrassments were the small- 
est in number reported in twenty years, 
thr®ugh a comparatively few large sus- 
pensions swelled Jjabilities 6 per cent 
above those of last year. Generally 
speaking, the second half of the year 
openg auspiciously. 

“A slight @ecrease in sugar, designed 
to encourage backward demand, is noted. 
“Yellow pine and white pine lumber is 
weaker at the west, but unchanged at 
the east, while hard woods are generally 
firmly held. 

“Aside from the continuance of the 
slightly better feeling noted in iron and 
steel circles last week developments are 
few. New buying is still small. Better 
crop reports and the placing of large 
rail orders, in all 300,000 tons for next 
year, are a source of confidence. Hard- 
ware is In better demand, though not as 
good as a year ago, but manufacturers 


tain prices at last year’s rates. Copper 
is weak, with rumored sales at 1-4¢ re- 
duction and is lower on liquidation. 

“Shoe shipments last week were among 
the heaviest in years 

“‘Business failures in the United States 
for the week ending with July 2 number 
162, against 171 last week. Canada fail- 
ures not reported. 

‘“Whest, including flour, exports for 
the week ending July 2 aggregated 2.966.- 
682 bushels, against 3,518,152 last week. 
Wheat exports for the cereal year end- 
ing June 30 aggregate 224,084,801 bushels, 
against 251,879,565 last season. 

“Corn exports 21,240,172 bushels, against 
11,258,230 last week. For the cereal year 
exports are 66,800,864 bushels, against 26,- 
430,882 last season.’’ 


Dun’s Review. 

New York, July 3.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
review of trade will says: 

“A new fiscal year has commenced 
under more favorable auspices than ap- 
peared possible a-short time ago, the im- 
provement being due in no small meas- 
ure to the greater conservatism that was 
an outgrowth of seasonable conditions. 
Seasonable weather has also contributed 
to the better distribution of merchan- 
dise, besides encouraging buoyant senti- 
ment in the agricultural districts. Rail- 
Way, earnings and output of pig iron were 
largér. Earnings of railways thus far 
reported for June surpass last year's by 
10 per cent. 

“More inquirfles for pig iron have ap- 
peared, and the tone is distinctly better. 
Bessemer iron is not offered for the third 
quarter by the association, and orders 
accepted for early delivery are taken by 
middlemen who have stocks on hand. The 
situation has been complicated during 
the past week by the strike of coal 
miners in Alabama, which threatens to 
restrict output of southern fron. Insofar 
as quotations are concerned, this is a 
strengthening factor. Steel rails are stilj 
in the market for finished products. Fully 
half a million tons are now booked for 
next vear’s delivery and manv = orders 
for 1908 will be carried over. Structera] 
material moves freely, considering the 
labor -situation in the building trades, 
while there is notable activity in bars, 
and especially for agricultural imple- 
ments and machinery works. 

“A quiet season in. the leather market 
has produced small concessions in prices 
of hemlock sole and oak belting butts. 
while harness leather is now the most 
active feature. Both domestic and for- 
eign hides average a small fraction lower 
for the week, with a large transaction 
2 goods damaged by floods the chief fea- 
ure. 

“Slight advances are recorded in some 
divisions of the cotton. goods market. 
but the changes are practically nominal.”

Was Russia Behind Alexander’s As- 
sassins?P 


Algot Sandberg in Leslie's Weekly: The 
recent bloody deeds in Belgrade, sweeping 
away from the earth the last legitimate 
member of the wicked Obrenovitch family, 
probably will form the introduction of a new 
arrangement of things in, the Balkan penin- 
sula.

Seeing the king’s bed tendencies, Russia sup- 
ported him in his wrong ways, providing him 
for many years with money for his debauchery 
and gambling. Finally, however, it was Rus- 
sian influence that cast him out of his eoun- 
try after he had done hie worst to his peo- 
ple. Now the Russian policy had more to 
gain by supporting his son, Alexander, that 
stubborn and brainless degenerate. As the 
cat plays wit the mouse before devouring 
it, Russia encouraged Alexander to marry 
Draga Maschin, afterwards openly renounc- 
ing the couple, knowing very well what would 
follow, viz: the growing discontent. among 
the people, fomented by Russian agents every- 
where, until the crop of trouble had growg 


come. Servia was 
tumultuous disordet, 
king. encouraged by his ambi- 
tious wife, having through his behavior ex- 
asperated the people to the utmost. When 
the first shot sounded at Belgrade, inaugurat- 
ing that night of murder, Russia stood be- 
hind the conspirators commanding ‘Fire!’ 
That is the truth—the future will show it. 
Yet, what is the purpose of Russia in acting 
in that way? It is clear enough.
